(like a drunken Pilot in a Storm) to be thrown over- 
board, to make room for one of clearer Brains and 
more Integrity. 

PLATE XXXIX. Is a very great Satire upon the 
Labours of the Politician here repreſented. The Fox 
who attends as Mother Midnight, is likewiſe very 
expre ſſi ve of that Subtilty and Craft peculiar to thoſe 
Animals. 'The Lines and Labels, upon mature Con- 
{ideration, are very eſſential in opening the Intention 
of the Satiriſt. 

PLATE XL. Plainly infers that thoſe in Power 
will repreſent things as they pleaſe ; for as all Occur- 


rences are deduced from them; both the Prince and 


the People are equally deceived. 

PLATE XLI. Is an Encomium undoubtedly de- 
ſerved as his great Clemency to his Subjects ſufficient- 
ly evince. What a Pity it is then, that ſo good a 
Maſter ſhould have { many bad Servants about him 
as he had at the time when this was publiſhed. :

The ſubject Matter contained in 
the Hieroglyphic Piece is a ſatirical invective againſt 
the Queen of Hungary for her Ingratitude in forſak- 
ing her old and faithful Ally, and connecting with 
her common and inveterate Enemy the French. 

PLATE XLVI. This is a ſarcaſtical Stroke upon 
a late great Man, who under the Maſk of a Reſig. 


nation from his Office, was ſtill play ing the old 


Game, and imagined no body ſaw through it. Tho' 
at the ſame time tis plain enough he made the worſt

PLATE XLIX. This Plate being publiſhed at 
that Junfture when our great Miniſter propoſed to 
ſerve his Country was the only thing that can be ſaid 
in its behalf, having no great Humour to recom-

PLATE L. This contains a very ſatirical Re- 

flection on the old ones, who were at that time in ſo 
much Diſgrace with the People, that they were re- 
duced to the Neceſſity of engaging an Author, who 
vainly endeavoured to varmiſh over their black Cha- 
raters in a Paper publiſhed on pnrpoſe,—though in 
fact it was to no purpoſe. 
* PLATE LI. Infers the Viciflitudes that are made 
at the Helm when a good and virtuous Miniſter aſ- 
ſumes the Reins of Government, and whoſe Prin- 
ciples are as ſtrongly attached to the Welfare of a 
People as to the Dignity of his King. 

PLATE LII. Every one of theſe Characters are 
ſufficiently known by the Likeneſs and Delcriptions.
